Additional Backup Information

The Austin Transportation Department began working with the stakeholders within the limousine industry in March,
2011 in an effort to align the City Code with the current needs and standards of the industry. Resulting from
discussions are several recommended amendments to Chapter 13-2 of the City Code pertaining to the regulation of
Limousine Operating Authorities.

e §13-2-3(B) — Amendment recommends all permitted limousine Operating Authority holders maintain
compliance with this Code regardless of pick up location.

e §13-2-103(B) — Recommends allowing adding additional sponsors for a period of up to six months of
submitting certified criminal history and driving record to the Department.

e §13-2-202(B) — Adds additional “flagship vehicles” of which a Limousine Operating Authority can be
obtained, to include extended wheelbase luxury sport utility vehicles, extended wheelbase luxury crossover
vehicles, and extended wheelbase vehicles commonly known as GM “Hummer Limo”.

e §13-2-203 — Recommends increasing the current Minimum Rate of Fare from $45.00 to $55.00 per hour, or
portion of an hour.

e §13-2-204 — Requires adding “Date of Trip” and “Company Name” on all Trip Tickets as well as allowing for
the use of Electronic Trip Tickets.




The Urban Transportation Commission reviewed the proposed recommendations on March 6, 2012. The
Commission voted in support of all recommendations and also encouraged staff to reach out to other stakeholders
regarding concerns with increasing the Minimum Rate of Fare. Staff contacted the Austin Hotel & Lodging
Association and the Austin Visitor and Convention Bureau and will continue to identify stakeholders in an effort to
address all concerns.
